—Part II, dated the 15lh February, 1967, is hereby published for general informa¬

Amendments to Directions by the Speaker under the Rules ot Prweduro of Lok 
Sabha. 

In pursuance of rules 28. 283(1; and 389 ol the Rules of Procedure and Conduct 
of Business in Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the Speaker has made the following 
amendments tn the Directions: — 

DIRECTION 9 

], For the e.^isting Direction 9, the following shall be siibstitiiterl, namely: —

— The 
following procedure shall be adopted by the Committee on Estimates in examining 
the estimates relating to Statutoiy and Government organisations which do not 
come within the purview of the Committee on Public U 2 idertaklngs; — 

(1) A standing sub-Committee of the Committee on Estimates on Statutory 
and Govermnent organisations may be appointed under rule 263(1; of 
the Rules of Procedure at the beginning of each year after the con¬ 
stitution of the Committee on Estimates. 

(li; The members of the sub-Commiltee shall be nominated by the Chairman 
from amongst the members of the Committee 

(iii) The sub-Commlttee may call for information or hear offlcia.s or take any 
other evidence ccnnected with the estimates of the Statutory or 
Government organisation under examination. 

(Iv; On completion of the examination of the estimates of a Statutory or Gov¬ 
ernment organisation, the sub-Committee may arrive at conclusions 
and prepare“such reports a.s they may consider necessary. 

(v) The reports of the .sub-Committee .shall be placed before the whole Com¬ 

mittee for their consideration and approval. 

(vi) The Chairman of the Committee shall regulate the prot.edure and orga¬ 

nisation of the work of the sub-Conimittee in such manner as he may 
consider necessary. 

Note.— If a question arises as to which Statutory and Government organisa 
tlons should come within the purview of the standing sub-Commlttee, it shall be 
referred to the Speaker whose dedslon shall be final '
